The second essay, by Pearl Buck, also indi- 
cates anxiety over the present state of East- 
West relations, but expresses the belief that a 
still young, still insecure America is learning 
that national strength is not based solely on 
technological advances.

Alert to social conditions and with 
innate sympathy for the common man Justice 
Douglas writes, as in his Russian journey 
(Booxk.ist 52:373, My 15 56), an entertaining 
yet thoughtful travelog.

Ansel Adams—photographer. Larry Daw- 
son. Distributor: International Film 
Bureau. 1957. 22min. $150. 

The personality of a dignified, distinguished 
photographer is conveyed by showing him at 
his work, playing the piano, and explaining 
his philosophy of art. The variety of equip- 
ment he uses and the methods by which he 
selects his composition, prepares for shooting 
the scene, and later develops the negative in 
the dark room are explained. Examples from 
his portfolio My camera in the national parks 
and a selection of his portraits further enhance 
the realization of the care and high standards 
which he maintains, and give insight to his 
statement that “creative photography 

may reveal endless horizons of meaning.’ ’ The 
original background music by Don Worth and 
Bach’s Prelude in C Major and a Scriabin pre- 
lude played by Mr. Adams add atmosphere. 
A good film for a variety of audiences and 
uses, but especially valuable in demonstrating 
the creativity of photography as an art rather 
than its techniques. 

Bitter welcome. Mental Health Film 
Board. 1958. 36min. $145. 

Portrays the difficulties a discharged mental 
patient faces in readjustment to community 
and family. On the job the man meets the 
prejudice of fellow workers. At home his 
conflict comes in relation to his wife and his 
fear that she does not love him but merely 
pities him. Slowly and painfully, with the help 
of his doctor and his wife, the man begins to 


fight and gain confidence in himself. The film 
succeeds in showing both the fears and preju- 
dices in the community—due in some measure 
to the pressures and problems besetting other 
individuals—and the struggle the patient un- 
dergoes before he can accept and be accepted. 
Highly recommended for general community 
groups as well as in industrial personnel train- 
ing and counseling, for student groups, guid- 
ance teachers, rehabilitation workers, and 
patients and their families. Except for pro- 
fessional use, a discussant is suggested. 


The Christmas deer. Grover-Jennings

A warmhearted, appealing Christmas film 
whose story centers on “Old Nick,” a wood- 
carver bereaved and lonely since the death 
of his grandchild, a little lost boy, the Christ 
Child, and a deer known in legend as the 
Christmas deer. Unusual and with a message 
emphasizing the need for love and joy of 
giving, the film should prove a welcome addi- 
tion to small and large library collections of 
seasonal material.
